MEMORIES OF A GOOD FRIEND 
Friends and family reflect on the life of Christopher Ramos, 
a Sac State student and former ASI executive.

A t his memorial in early August, family and friends wrote some of their most treasured 


memories of Christopher Ramos on pieces of paper that were later compiled into a 
book for his loved ones. Reading over the recollections, words such as passionate, outgoing 
and kind were used a number of times. 

Lexy Riddell, former girlfriend and Sacramento State senior interior design major, said 
Ramos was “always smiling.” 


Despite a bumpy semes- 
ter, a no-confidence vote 
from faculty and a near 
strike due to stalled con- 
tract negotiations, Presi- 
dent Alexander Gonzalez 
offered an optimistic tone 
in his fall address last 
Thursday, which promised 
a more open and coopera- 
tive administration. a 

“Now that some time has passed and emotions 
have reached a reasonable level...we can exam- 
ine the issues objectively, without hyperbole and 
distortions,’ Gonzalez said before an audience of 
approximately 900 students, faculty.and staff. od 

In an effort to remedy last term’s budgetary is- 
sues, Gonzalez highlighted the establishment of 
the new University Budget Committee. He said 
the committee will act as an open-forum for 
members of the campus to discuss improvement 
and overall campus communication. 

This summer, the committee concluded that a 
structural deficit exists, which began years ago, 
but was only recently recognized when the cam-

New bookstore, new director | 
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17-year industry veteran steps in just 
weeks after opening of new facility.

Two weeks after its official opening, Sacramen- 
to State’s 53,000-square-foot Hornet Bookstore 
received a new director, 17-year book industry 
veteran Pam Parsons. 

Parsons, who was brought in two months after 
former director Julia Milardoyich resigned, said 
her time spent as the general manager of a Palo 
Alto Borders is what qualified her for the job. 

“The management structure is similar? she 
said. 

Parsons, whose primary responsibility is book- 
store promotion, said she was impressed with 


“This is the best looking bookstore I’ve ever 
(seen),” Parsons said. 

She said the store's large size offers more space 
for cash registers and employees. 

Extra space and additional employees are ex- 
pected to make the lines shorter and quicker. 

Parsons said the wait at the new store will be 
much faster than that of the old, 28,000-square- 
foot store where lines were sometimes known 
to extend outside the building. 

Executive Director of University Enterprises, 
Inc. Matt Altier said the bookstore’s large size 
also allows for a greater variety of products in- 
cluding general books, apparel, gifts, software, 
textbooks and school supplies. 

The bookstore also began offering digital ver- 
sions of various books, President Alexander 
Gonzalez said at his annual Fall Address on 


the overall look and size of the new building.

Altier said University Affairs entered the proj- 
ect with the goal of creating an atmosphere sim- 
ilar to a Borders or Barnes & Noble. He said the 
building's spaciousness, Java City Coffee House 
and architecture help fulfill this goal. 

Gonzalez said $1 million provided by Fol- 
lett Higher Education Group went toward the 
store's interior. 

Sophomore business major Sheeva Tageran 
said the store's appearance and size add to its 
overall appeal. 

“I like the atmosphere and how everything 
looks so new,’ Tageran said. “I also like how 
spacious it is...it’s (definitely) somewhere I'd 
want to spend time.” 

Students can also gather outside in the Euro- 
pean-style plaza.

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ASI retreat yields 


priorities for year

Associated Students Inc. failed to 
finalize its 2007-08 Strategic Plan 
and will instead enter the school 
year with what it calls its “top five 
priorities” 

ASI President Christina Romero 
said the current priorities may be 
modified and refined in weeks to 
come. No specific date. to do so 
has been scheduled. 

A week before ASI’s annual re- 
treat, held Aug. 20, Romero said 
ASI would have a finalized Stra- 
tegic Plan in the form of a docu- 
ment by the retreat’s conclusion. 
A week and a half later, Romero 
confirmed that this goal was not 
achieved, as ASI only discussed 
and collectively agreed upon five 
priorities, including visibility 
and transparency, sustainability, 
promotion of alumni welcoming, 
campus safety and collaboration 
with other student clubs and or- 
ganizations. 

“We felt really, really passionate 
about a whole bunch of issues, but 
these were priorities that every- 
one came (to) and agreed upon,’ 
Romero said. 

Romero said she and the other 
board members were realistic in 
choosing their top five priorities. 

“We worked really hard and took 
our time to brainstorm. ...We were 
really careful about not biting off 


more than we could chew? she said. 
‘ASI Executive Vice Presidefit” 


Miguel Cervantes said having the 


ASI retreat was worth it, as ASI 
was able to finalize a number of 
its focuses without having to rush 
into the process. 

Romero said although these 
goals have been given special 
attention, they have not been 
confirmed. She said some of the 
priorities may remain on ASI’s 
agenda, while others may not. 

A priority that junior child de- 
velopment major Amanda Ro- 
driguez would like addressed is a 
better system of getting necessary 
textbooks for classes. 

“Sometimes I have to wait four 
weeks into the semester to get 
the textbooks,’ Rodriguez said. 
“T would definitely like to see bet- 
ter communication between the 
professors and staff members at 
the Hornet Bookstore...(a lot of) 
times they don't receive the book 
orders students need” 

Rodriguez said she would like 
ASI to continue fighting against 
student fee raises, something last 
year’s board of directors did. 

Royce Wood, a sophomore me- 
chanical engineering major, said 
he enjoyed the Multi-Cultural 
event held last year and would 
like to see more this year. He also 
said he wants ASI to have more of 
a public image on campus. 

“ASI should send a letter...to 
students (either) once a month or 
once.a semester (just to let them

want to see some kind of formal 
communication to the student

Cervantes said he expects the 
board of directors will transform 
its goals from general to more 
specific, allowing for development 
of the priorities, 

The Strategic Plan will be open 
for discussion at a working board 
meeting next Wednesday. The 
meeting will be held in the Uni- 
versity Union’s Capital Room. 
The issues discussed there will be 
voted on at the board's first official 
meeting, which will be held in the 
University Union's Foothill Suite 
on Sept. 19. 

Although the five priorities will 
not be validated until two weeks 
after school starts, Romero said 
ASI had a productive summer. 

“We haven't just been playing in 
our sandbox....We've been work- 
ing and we'll (continue) to work,’ 
she said.

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Center to hire new director by January

Despite accept- 
ing applications 
and __interview- 
ing candidates 
for the position 
earlier this sum- 
mer, Sacramento 
State's Multi- 
Cultural Center 
has been without 
a full-time direc- 
tor for more than 
two years, but 
hopes to have a new director in place by 
January. 

The Center has had a rotating cast of 
temporary directors since December of 
2005 when the position was vacated by 
Leonard Valdez.

Elva Ramirez, a new lecturer in the 
women's studies department, and Jerry 
Blake, acting coordinator of the Educa- 
tional Opportunity Program (EOP), were 
among the applicants. Blake was offered 
the job, but turned it down down for per- 
sonal reasons, he said. 

Edward Jones, vice-president of Student 
Affairs, said the Center’s search committee, 
which consists of Ethnic Studies Chair Da- 
vid Leon, Associated Students, Inc. Presi- 
dent Christina Romero and Laura Perez, 
a certified professional business coach, is 
continuing its efforts and will meet again 
on Friday to determine the preliminary 
hiring process and job description. 

“Everything takes so long,’ Jones said. 

He said the ideal candidate will be quali- 
fied to handle administrative functions such 
as staffing and supervision, have a thorough 
understanding of cultural pluralism, be will- 
ing to network around campus with other 


departments and organizations, and reach 
out to the greater Sacramento community. 

“And perhaps most important...(the 
person will be) someone the students can 
relate to; he said. 

Jones hopes that under its new leader- 
ship, the Multi-Cultural Center will be 
able to work closely with the campus’ 
diverse student organizations, bringing 
them together to cooperate on events and 
programming. 

Ricky Gutierrez, 22, who used to work 
as a student assistant for the Center and 
is a member of the Coalition for Cultural 
Opportunities in Leadership and Overall 
Retention of Students, or C-COLORS, 
said not having a full-time director has 
had a negative impact on the Center’s ac- 
tivities and overall effectiveness. 

“(The absence) has had a big effect on 
the Multi-Cultural Center. ..right now it’s 
not really running any programs,” Guti-

Ramos, a Sac State student, died of mul- 
tiple blunt-force injuries sustained in an 
Aug. 4 motorcycle accident, according to 
the Sacramento County Coroner’s Office. 
He was 22. 

Sacramento Police said Ramos was rid- 
ing his 2006-Honda motorcycle on Howe 
Avenue near American River Drive when 
he lost control and crashed into the side 
of a building. 

Since his death, students and faculty 
members have had time to reflect upon 
Ramos and the kind of person he was. 

Friends said Ramos, a criminal justice 
major, was inquisitive, yet firm about his 
opinions and beliefs. 

“He had an opinion about everything 
and he wasn't afraid to share it with you,’ 
Riddell said. 





errez, a sociology major, said. 

According to the group’s MySpace page, 
C-COLORS consists of students, faculty 
and staff members who wish to address 
the issue of a “passive and slowly dete- 
riorating Multi-Cultural Center” while 
pushing for a “student-focused and stu- 
dent-run” organization. 

Gutierrez said the Center’s problem of 
continuity was compounded by its en- 
tire staff being laid-off this past winter, 
with the exception of administrative co- 
ordinator Asha King, who works for the 
Multi-Cultural Center and the Women’s 
Resource Center.

Ramos: Family was top priority and main focus 


Assistant Sociology Professor Kevin 
Wehr said Ramos was less concerned 
with graduating and more concerned 
with learning. 

“He was passionate about ideas and of- 
ten took difficult classes that weren't re- 
quired for his (major)? Wehr said. “He 
was a model student in many ways.” 

“Chris was (more than just) a strong 
scholar in the classroom; Wehr said. “He 
was also an engaged student-citizen. His 
commitment to improving his campus 
and community will be missed by many 
of us.” 

Associated Students Inc. President 
Christina Romero said Ramos’ ultimate 
goal was to become involved in politics. 
She said his role as the 2006-07 vice presi- 
dent of University Affairs helped him to 
develop his interests even more. 

“He was most passionate about stu- 
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dent housing and environmental causes,’ 
Romero said. 

Ramos became involved in student gov- 
ernment because he wanted to help peo- 
ple and make positive changes. 

“He wanted to save the world? Riddell 
said. 

Outside of school and ASI, Ramos was 
also very involved in his fraternity, Tau 
Kappa Epsilon and loved spending time 
with his fraternity brothers. 

“He was a great kid? said Chad Dibble, 
president of the board of advisers for Tau 
Kappa Epsilon. “He was really enthusi- 
astic (and) always had ideas...(he)..was 
challenging people to make us the best 
we could be” 

The fraternity, which was suspended last 
year after not meeting eligibility require- 
ments, is in the process of restructuring 
its membership and purpose.

In addition to assisting in his fraternity’s 
attempt at reinstatement, Ramos ran for 
chapter president. 

Andy Bowen Lingenfelter, a close friend, 
said Ramos was always socializing and 
had the ability to be comfortable in any 
situation. 

“Tt seemed like every night of the week 


with the administration,” Gutierrez said, 
speculating on the reason the student 
assistants were not hired back. “We saw 
other student assistants working there.” 

Applications are now being reviewed for 
new student-assistants to begin working 
by the start of the fall semester, according 
to the Multi-Cultural Center’s website. 

“At this point, as we look for a perma- 
nent director, I have a student assistant 
that is...(helping) with the day to day 
legwork,’ Jones said. “We're going to keep 
things going. I’ts going to be harder on 
me, but the Center will not miss a beat?” 

The Multi-Cultural Center will host 
a reception on Sept. 13 in the Univer- 
sity Union Ballroom, followed by a joint 
open-house with the WRC on Sept. 19.

Last school year, President Al- 
exander Gonzalez grappled with 
many different challenges rang- 
ing from compromising with 
disgruntled faculty members to 
addressing necessary changes to 
an evolving campus. 

It's no secret that he didn't 
make many friends among 
Sacramento State students and 
faculty in the process. 

With a new year comes new 
challenges. For Gonzalez, the 
new school year comes with a 
new outlook and new ideas for 
what to expect here at Sac State. 

In his annual fall address, 
Gonzalez mentioned the “dif- 
ficult events” that transpired last 
semester. Instead of dwelling 
on them, he acknowledged that 
there had been plenty of time for 
emotions to cool and called for 
an objective examination of the 
results of those “events.” 

What led to those events? 

Gonzalez came to this univer- 
sity with a business plan and a 
reputation for development. 

The faculty's reaction to this 
approach was apprehensive and 
tentative. As such, the faculty 
felt its interests in educational 
values were being compromised. 
It took four years, a threat of 
faculty strike and a budget deficit 
for him to realize the error in his 
ways.

cational value? Time will tell the 
tale.

Before entering the University 
Ballroom to see Sacramento State 
University President Alexander 
Gonzalez take the stage to deliver 
his fall address for 2007, I had to 
navigate through the tables be- 
longing to the California Faculty 
Association that contained but- 
tons, pamphlets, calendars and 
other assorted propaganda. 

It was clear by the hats worn by 
the CFA members that brashly 
displayed the words “We Won!” 
that they are quite pleased with 
themselves for securing a new 
contract.

Welcome back everyone to another se- 
mester at Sacramento State - “A premier 
metropolitan university and a destina- 
tion campus...a university of choice for 
prospective students and employees 
throughout the West.” At least that is 
what the school administration would 
like everyone to think. 

The Recreation and Wellness Center is 
currently under construction. The new 
bookstore is open for business - all 53,000 
square feet of it - which is almost double 
the size of the old bookstore.

“The plaza will have several trel- 
lises and benches,” Altier said. 
“Because of the large flat footprint, 
there will be plenty of space for ac- 
tivities, gatherings, events, etc” 

He said the $23 million used to fi- 
nance the structure was borrowed 
from a systemwide revenue bond. 

“We didn’t get a penny from state 
money or the University...we're 
going to (pay) it back over the 
next 25 years, Altier said. 

Provost and Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Joseph Sheley 
said University Enterprises, Inc. 
formulated a plan to utilize the 
old building’s location and space. 
The first two floors will be used for 
classrooms with the third floor set 
aside for office or storage space. 

Gonzalez confirmed that the 
building's first floor will include five 
to eight classrooms, as was request- 
ed by a number of college deans.

dence halls, along with the fact 
that he could sleep in later and 
wake up with “just enough time 
to get to class” 

Noticeably different this year is 
the fenced off parking lot and land 
surrounding the spot where Foley 
Hall once stood. In its place will 


be new apartment-style dorms, 
which are slated for opening in 
Fall 2009. 

Director of Housing and Resi- 
dential Life Cynthia Cockrill said 
that the residence halls place a 
heavy emphasis on socialization 
in the beginning of the year to aid 


students with a smooth transition 
into college life away from their 
families. 

Not only were there orientation 
activities for students, but parents 
also had events planned for them. 
One such example was the Parent 
Reception, where moms and dads 


were instructed on what to ex- 
pect when their child goes off to 
college, and given tips on how to 
improve communication. 

“The family and students show 
up and were here for them, 
Cockrill said. “It’s just symbolic of 
what we do for our students.”

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pus experienced a decrease in enrollment. 

Gonzalez said the correct approach is to try to re- 
balance the budget in two years or more, instead of 
all at once. He said the Committee will work in close 
cooperation with the Strategic Planning Council 
and other campus groups to follow a comprehensive 
budget development process. 

He said information regarding budget development, allo- 
cations and expenditures will now be available to everyone. 

“This is a key example of how the University is 
opening up its decision-making processes to allow 
broader participation,’ Gonzalez said. 

He also said that the university has budgeted for a 
larger population, as a result of not reaching enroll- 
ment targets for four consecutive years. 

Consequently, the University will be dealing with a 
structural deficit of approximately $7.5 million. 

Gonzalez said that with the $142 million the cam- 
pus receives from the state general fund, the operat- 
ing budget is $240 million. 

“The budget committees recommendations about 
how to deal with it, and the approach they have rec- 
ommended, should lessen the negative impact on our 
mission of educating our students,’ said Gonzalez. 

Gonzalez then addressed how the university's low 
graduation and retention rates are negatively affect- 
ing the budget. 

“Enrollment drives our operating budget, ” 
lez said. 

When compared to other California State Universi- 
ties, Sac State is in the lower half. 

Gonzalez also announced his top five priorities for 
the 2007-08 school year. These priorities include: 


Gonza- 


promoting academic achievement; accessing and 
raising retention and graduation rates; providing op- 
portunity to move to a collegial; open and respectful 
environment; striving to refine and achieve the goals 
of Destination 2010; and promoting open communi- 
cation and the basis for planning and decision mak- 
ing. Further details were not outlined. 

He said he planned to accomplish this by working 
hard to ensure that the campus community is regu- 
larly updated as the University works toward trans- 
parent and inclusive processes. 

“We will have to overcome many of our preconcep- 
tions, and we will have to develop new ways of dis- 
agreeing and of compromising, Gonzalez said. “We 
must develop a new sense of collegiality.” 

Gonzalez also delivered responses to several e- 
mails he received regarding cancelled courses and 
the nursing program. 

Gonzalez said he is not responsible for cancelled 
courses. He said the Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Joseph Sheley provides the leader- 
ship and management for academic programs. 

“When students and faculty think the president is 
responsible for everything, it points to the need for 
a better understanding and communications about 
how the University operates, Gonzalez said. 

One student disagreed with Gonzalez’s claim of not 
being responsible for cancelled courses. 

“He is president... (he) is responsible for all things 
good and bad? Chris Middleton, a senior business and 
accounting major, said. “That statement hurt him? 

Another student recognized Gonzalez’s effort to 
improve the campus. 

“He was honest about his role and is making a com- 
mitment to compromise,’ said Marcella Mcginley, a 





business administration major. 

Gonzalez said that after securing the Western Associa- 
tion of Schools and Colleges approval, the campus offers 
for the first time an independent doctorate program. 

While students seemed to disagree on the impor- 
tance of the speech, a number of faculty members 
were at least slightly satisfied with its tone. 

“We had to make recommendations that he adopt- 
ed completely,’ said Emir Jose Macarie, dean of the 
college of engineering and computer science. “The 
speech was good...it touched up on all the important 
issues.”

In what has been a disappointing past few years for 
football teams here at Sacramento State, the 2007 squad 
marks the beginning of a new era in Hornet football. 

New coach Marshall Sperbeck has brought a new sys- 
tem and winning tradition to Sac State. Sperbeck has 
spent the previous 15 seasons coaching Foothill College 
in Los Altos and has had a great deal of success, compil- 
ing a career record of 109-53. 

However, the most apparent change for the Hornet 
squad this year is the positive attitude adjustment. 

“T feel good? Sperbeck said. “We're working hard and 
putting in good effort. We can definitely compete in 
our conference. We continue to shape up week to week 
and put our best foot forward.” 


Marshall Sperbeck heads into his first 
season as coach of Hornet football with 
confidence. 


As the squad is optimistic to improve on last year’s 4-7 
mark, there are positive aspects of last season that have 
carried over to the current team. 

The Hornets won two of their last four games and have 
nine returning starters on defense. Seven of those start- 
ers were chosen for the All-Big Sky Conference last year 
and two of them, junior linebacker Cyrus Mulitalo and 
senior safety Brent Webber, have been selected for the 
2007 Football Championship Subdivision preseason 
All-America team by The Sports Network this year. 

Webber has been an All-Big Sky Conference selec- 
tion each of his first three seasons at Sac State. He is 
currently tied for fourth on the all-time list with eight 


interceptions. Cornerback Jody Johnson is returning as 
well and will help solidify a secure defensive backfield. 

Senior Dallas. Mauga will help lead a strong return= 
ing defensive line up the middle. He was chosen to the 
preseason All-Big Sky Conference team as a defensive 
tackle. Last year he was third on the team in sacks and 
amassed 40 tackles. 

Mulitalo led the Big Sky Conference last year in tack- 
les with 120 and is a leader of the Sac State defense. He 
feels the team unity Sperbeck has instilled is going to 
improve the outcome of the season dramatically. 

“Im much more confident this year in our team as a 
unit; Mulitalo said. “Our offense is coming along and 
is really ahead of schedule. Usually in preseason the de- 
fense dominates practice, but this year it has been a see-

Fresno’s offense wasn't amazing, but its 
defense was, giving its offense plenty of 
opportunities to score. Fresno forced the 
Hornets to punt eight times and only al- 
lowed them 10 first downs. 

The Hornets scored its only points in 
the second quarter when Juan Gamboa 
kicked a 21-yard field goal to.cut the 
deficit to 7-3. From there on in, the of- 
fense couldn't get ‘anything going. The 
only other time the Hornets got close to 
scoring was Gamboa’ 37-yard field goal 
attempt, but was blocked instead. 

Clifton Smith had a. 30-yard -touch- 
down run for the Bulldogs and Lonyae 
Miller added a 3-yard run to score. Fres- 
no scored their final points on a 47-yard 
field goal by Clint Stitser, which sealed 
the deal. ;

Even with the lopsided statistics, it is 
the smallest point deficit the Hornets 
have suffered against a Division 1-A op- 
ponent. since 1992.

The term Walking Spanish is not to strut and speak in the foreign 
language, but refers to the acts of forcing someone to leave or do some- 
thing he or she doesn’t want to do.

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10 to Yuma,’ a 


classic remake

Recently, Westerns have not been a hugely 
popular genre in America. That is sort of odd 
since we invented it, but it is the only genre that 
America? Perhaps that is why James Mangold 
has chosen to remake the 1957 classic “3:10 to 
Yuma” to follow up his last directorial effort, 
“Walk the Line” In making a good Western, 
Mangold may be able to revitalize this some- 
what stale genre while satisfying America’s 
fast-moving digital culture. 

“3:10 to Yuma” finds Dan Evans, played by 
Christian Bale, struggling on his ranch with a 
drought, trying to provide for his family, and 
laboring to pay off debts he owes to men who 
want their money badly. Then he stumbles 
into Ben Wade, played by Russell Crowe, the 
infamous outlaw who robbed 21 stagecoach- 
es. Evans finds a way to get some money and 
help his family by bringing Wade to the town 
of Contention and getting him on the 3:10 to 
Yuma. 

The only catch is that Wade’s men, led tem- 
porarily by Charlie Prince and played by Ben 
Foster, want their leader back at any cost. Ev- 
ans is forced to take an extremely dangerous 
route to some much-needed money so he can 
save his ranch and keep his family healthy and 
alive. 

This movie has some great pedigree with 
people both in front of and behind the cam- 
eras. Crowe is smug, cocky and jokey, always 
having fun with his captors while still trying to 
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escape whenever he can get the chance. Bale 
never achieves that intensity we've seen in 
movies like “The Prestige” or “Harsh Times,’ 
mostly because he is playing the good guy. 
It’s quite a let-down because he does his best 
when he’s psychotic or somehow unbalanced. 
Crowe and Bale never have the same intense 
confrontations that Bale and Hugh Jackman 
shared in “The Prestige,’ but they can still be 
entertaining. 

As the director, James Mangold has crafted 
a brilliant Western. He's got the cool pistol 
moves, the beautiful Western landscapes, 
shady bad guys with hats low over their faces, 
and the saloon with a sultry female bartender. 

He also does well with the pacing. There isn’t 
too much talking without an exciting action 
scene taking place or someone getting killed. 
There’s also blood, something you wont find in 
the original film. It’s a raw gritty western, but 
not nearly as gritty as the super violent “The 
Proposition” 

However, one of the coolest touches is the 
very Western soundtrack, full of those boing- 
like sound effects and lazy guitar strums which 
brings to mind movies such as “The Good, the 
Bad, and the Ugly” 

The screenplay is basically an updated, lon- 
ger, more action-packed version of the original 
screenplay. If you've seen the original movie, 
you will notice many lines that are repeated 
word for word or paraphrased very closely. 
This is nice because they update some of the 
lines to be more intense or sinister, which fi- 
nally lets the script breathe the way it couldn't
